“‘the common cause.’’ .Mr. GARRETT 
sho what ambiguities may exist in 
that ‘phrase. In one item after an- 
other he skillfully pushes his analysis 
te show that European nations used 
the ‘money borrowed .in this country 
for a ‘diversity of purposes. Some of 
these,. at any rate, were not in’ direct 
pursuance of the great jends of the 
war. Many of the accounts involved 
are ¢onfessed. by Mr..GARRETT to be so 
intricate -that a, positive conclusion 
can’t be reached until the books of the 
Treasuries of foréign nations are freely 
opened for. inspection. An obvious 
need ‘in the whole business is to g0 
behind the nominal figures in bulk.so 
as to arrive at the precise object, and 
effect of Certain Government expendi- 
tures, , 

The presumption is that this sort of 
investigation will be undertaken by 
our own Debt Funding- Commission. 
Before it can demand payment of our 
war loans, or proceed to fund them in 
long-term securities, it must know ac- 
curately what are -the amounts with 
which our foreign debtors are justly 
chargeable, Even if there were to be 
a Remission of the debts incurred spe- 
cifically for the prosecution of the

Unsettlement of Exchange Rates. 

In some of the foreign exchanges 
rather wild movements are occurring 
daily. This unsettlement is regarded 
as a sequel to the violent upheaval 
and panicky. feeling which developed 
early in the month when French 
francs fell to 72.65 for the pound 
sterling, Belgian francs to 80 and 
Italian lire sold at 108. Despite the 
subsequent upward reaction that storm 
has left its mark. It greatly raised 
the hope and courage of that contin- 
gent which is always on the lookout 
for chances of profitable speculation, 
either for rise or fall. 

When the Allies agreed on a com- 
mon policy toward Turkey, snd when 


some measure of success.that. the 
French financial position is not so bad 
as had been painted, a definite change 
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in general sentiment regarding the 
tmharket occurred, and speculators for 
the decline, who had profits to realize 
on foreign exchange transactions, be- 
came eager to turn them into cash. 

In the rush which ensued to cover 
such oversold positions, especially in 
francs, the rates moved rapidly in 
favor of Continental markets, the 
French franc touching early in the 
last week 59,10, the Belgian franc 
68.30 and the Italian lira 94. Since 
then, however, and following the dlos- 
ing out of commitments for the de- 
cline, another reaction toward lower 
values of these currencies in sterling 
has cocurred, and it is evident that in 
regard to francs. at-least there is dif- 
ficulty in maintaining any great de- 
gree of steadiness or firmness. 

“City’s” Attitude Toward France, 


: In most financial quarters here there 
is still distrust regarding the future 
development of. French Government 
finance. A good deal'of argument was 
published last week both ‘in “favor of 
and adverse to the French financial 
policy, but it is only) fair to say that 
the arguments which had for théir 
purpose the placing of a better com- 
plexion on the position of France have 
rather failed to convince the London 
financial community: 
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It is commonly asserted in the City 
that America doubts France; which, 
if true, is regrettable, but under the 
circumstances excusable.

House Kills Provision Deducting 
Freight Payments by Ship-/ 
pers From Income Levy. 








SHIP BOARD’S POWERS CUT 





Committee Will Eliminate Stand- 
ard Oil and. Steel Corporation 
Ships From Subsidy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The foes of 
a ship subsidy ‘won a victory today when 
the House, by a vote of 56.to 47, re- 
jecte@ the provision in the subsidy bill 
authorizing a shipper using American 
ships to deduct’ 5 per cent. of the 
‘amount’ paid in freights from his in- 
¢ome:tax report. This provision, regard- 
ed as one of the important sections, was 
defeated by a combination between the 
radical Republicans and Democrats. 

Today was\the first of the three days 
hset aside for amendments and five-min- 
ute debate, and, despite the stubborn 
efforts of the opposition te amend the 
bill, their efforts in several essential

dications are that the House’ will pass 
the bill by a majority approaching 30.

Many Plants, ‘Says Brewer, 
Now Operating With Conni-

Old-time beer probably will be back 
in the Spring of next year, according to 
Jacéb Ruppert, the brewer, who filed 
yesterday in the office of County Clerk 
James A. Donegan the unanimous con- 
sent of the Ruppert stockholders to-in- 
crcase the capitalization of the company 
trom $100,000 to $15,000,000. 

Mr. Ruppert said that he and other 
brewers were makitig preparations for 
a huge wave of prosperity. They an- 
ticlpate, he said, that the Congress 
which assembles next year will speedily 
modify the Volstead act, and that the 
greatest opposition to such modification 
wili come from ‘‘ bootleggers."’ 

“There are five -or six breweries in 
this city whith are paying for protec- 
tion and are now manufacturing and 
stiiing beer,’’ said Mr. Ruppert. ‘Our 
brewery and most of the. others have 
lived up strictly to the letter of the law, 
but there are some manufacturing beer 
with 3 pér- cent. alcohol @nd selling it 
in considerable quantities in New: York. 
They must pay for protection to do this. 
Millions of dollars ‘are being spent by 
illegitimate brewers in protection. for 
tite. sale of old-time beer. 

| Opposition From Bootleggers. 

** The opposition to light wines and 
beers, which the country now go greatly 
favors, is coming chiefly from the: boot- 
leggers.. The Anti-Saloon. League and 
prohibition propaganda has bécome com- 
paratively -weak, but. those who have 
been making tens of millions-in the sale 
of whisky and. other hard liquors are 
willing to give up. millions to prevent 
light wine and beer from coming back.”’ 

The soft drink industry ‘was ‘acctised 
by wet forces of ‘helping to bring about 
prohibition, but “Mr. Ruppert said that 
the soft drink industry had no influence 
dn the present’ situation: Asked about 
the: theory that drinkers have become 
accusomed to hard liquor and ‘ would 
never go back to light wine and beer, 
Mr. Ruppert said:
